FOR HOPE DIAMOND 


Cartier Firm Alleges It Has Not 
Received a Cent—Asks 
for $180,000.

Friends of McLeans Say Jewel Was 
Taken on Approval and Cartlers 
Refuse to Take it Back.

WASHINGTON, March 8.—Mr. and Mrs. 
Edward B. McLean, the latest holders of 
the famous Hope diamond, have not es- 
caped the ill-fortune supposed to follow 
the historic stone. They have only had 
the jewel since Jan. 28, but already suit 
has been filed against them in the Su- 
preme Court of the District of Columbia 
by the Cartier firm from which the Mc- 
Leans procured the diamond for the re- 
covery of the full purchase price, $180,000, 
and for a pendant said to have been esti- 
mated in the transaction at $26,000. This 


pendant, which is said to belong to young | 


Mrs. McLean, was to have been given in 
part payment. 

Friends of the McLeans say to-night 
that there has been no transfer of own- 
ership of the diamond; that the McLeanrs 
took it simply for inspection, and have 
several] times tried in vain to induce the 
Cartiers to take it back. After the Mc- 
Leans had it for a few days, it is said, 
they decided to return it. Mrs. McLean 
is said not to have worn the expensive 
ornament since it came into her posses- 
sion. The suit was filed this morning by 
Louls C. Cartier and Pierre Cartier, jew- 
elers of New York’ dnd Paris, trading 
under the name of “ Cartier.’’ The Car- 
tier allegation is that Mr. and Mrs. Mc- 
Lean have the diamond, and have failed 
to pay one cent for the jewel as they 
agreed. 

An initial payment of $40,000 cash its 
the first default charged to Mr. and Mrs. 
McLean in their bargain for the stone. 
Although they have had the diamond 
since Jan. 28, it is declared that they have 
failed to pay the first installment. 

It is further alleged that Mr. and Mrs. 
McLean have failed to delivér an emer- 
ald and pearl pendant, owned by Mrs. 
McLean and said to be worth $26,000. The 
petition declares that this pendant was 
to be part of the consideration in ex- 
change for the Hope diamond ornament, 
and that it and the sum of $40,000 were 
to be delivered on: Jan. 28. It is further 
declared that the default of Mr. and Mrs. 
McLean to pay for the gem as they agreed 
has caused the entire purchase price of 
$180,000 to become due and payable im- 
mediately. 

No cause for the alleged repudiation of 
their contract to buy the diamond by the 
McLeans is recited in the petition of the 
jewelers. As junior member of the firm, 
Pierre C. Cartier presents with the pe- 
tition in court an affidavit reciting that 
he rsonally conducted the negotiations 
with Mr, and Mrs. McLean. He says he

MAYOR REFUSES CHALLENGE. 


Won't Debate with a Socialist and Re- 
fers Him to Frankliln’s Autobiography. 








Mayor Gaynor has declined a challenge 
to a public debate on Socialist? matters 
sent to him by T. N. Fall, a Brooklyn So- 
cialist. In a recent message to the Alder- 
menu the Mayor made rather elaborate 
comments on Socialism. Fall wrote to 
him, commending him for certain things 
he had said, but challenging him to a 
debate on his suggestion that Socialism 
might, by lessening the incentives to indi- 
vidual effort, reduce production and 
thereby bring on- poverty and distress.

Dear Sir: Your letter challenging me to a 
debate with you on Socialism is at hand. 
The mere fact that you make the challenge 
is probably proof positive that you are not 
fit to make such a debate. People who want 
to force things down the mental! throats of 
others do their own cause more harm than 
ood. 

Bid you evér read that part of Eenjamin 
Franklin’s autoblography in which he savs 
that experience had taught him that the 
way to convince another is to state your 
case moderately and accurately, and then 
seratch your head or shake’ it a little, and 
say that that is the way it seems to you, 
but that of course you may be mistaken 
about it, which causes your HLstener to 
receive what you say, and, as like as not, 
turn about and try to convince you of it, 
since you are in doubt; but if you go at him 
with a tone of positiveness and arrogance 
you only make an opponent of him. 

I write this to you in the hope that it may 
make you stop iong enough to think that 
possibly you are not so infallible as you 
think you are. You compliment me be- 
cause I know the meaning of the red flag 
of the Socialists, and stated it in my mes- 
sage to the Board of Aldermen. It is just 
possible that I have done more to make the 
people of New York understand the mean- 
ing of your red flag and of Socialism than 
all that you have ever said with a strident 
voice. If you wish to be a teacher just 
read the passage I have mentioned from 
Franklin and cool off a whole lot. Sincerely 
yours, W. J. GAYNOR, Mayor.

The fact that the Hope diamond was in 
this country first became known early in 
January, when Pierre Cartier announced 
in Washington that he had had it for two 
months, and was negotiating a sale to 
Ned McLean. The discussion that sprang 
up at once over its “‘unlucky’”’ history 
had not fully subsided when the first 
trouble it had made for its American 
importer and its reputed American pur- 
chaser became known, Jewelry trade 
ournals repudiated the stone’s earlier 

istory, which traces an origin for it to 
India and records its sale to Louis XIV., 
with its inheritance by Louis XVI., and 
loss after his death upon the guillotine. 

The generally accepted version and the 
version of the jewelers agree at the point 
of its reappearance in 1830 in the hands of 
a jeweler named Daniel Eliason. Eliason 
sold it to Henry Thomas Hope, a London 
banker, through whom it came into pos- 
session of the Duke of Newcastle. In 
1901 it was sold at auction in London by 
the present Duke of Newcastle, coming to 
this country soon afterward in the pos- 
session of Joseph Frankel’s Sons. Later 
it passed into the Habib tollection when 
that collection was supposed to be owned 
by agents of Abdul Hamid, and upon its 
auction two years ago it fell into the 
hands of Paris jewelers at a price alleged 
to have been about $80,000. 

Stories that May Yohe and Lord Francis 
Hope had owned and worn the diamond 
are denied by jewelers. In arranging the

There has been a great deal of talk 
here to-day to the effect that Japan might 
in some way be mixed up in the matter.

Mexico Kept in Ignorance. 

On one point there was no explanation 
obtainable to-day from any Govern- 
mental source. This ts the fact that the 
Mexican Government was totally unaware 
that this Government contemplated the 


mobilization of any number of troops near 
the boundary line. The first information 
which the Mexican Embassy here had of 
the manoeuvre orders came from unoffi- 
cial sources. It was quickly confirmed on 
inguiry at the War Department, however. 
But this confirmation did not go further, 
and it may be said that this Government 
has not afforded Mexico any information 
which would tend to explain the need for 
the presence of sucn a force so near the 
Mexican border. 

In diplomatic circles here it is not con- 
sidered that the moral effect of such a 
mobilization upon the insurgents could 
afford the reason for it, or that the sit- 
uation along the frontier and the desire 
to suppress all violations of the neutrali- 
ty law would supply sufficient justifi- 
cation. It could not be learned to-day 
that the Mexican Government had indi- 
cated to this Government a desire to 
receive further. information. Whether 
this is because Mexico does not regard 
the matter as of importance, or because 
she does not care to ask any question 
now that might not be entirely welcome 
could not be learned. It is understood, 
however, that the Diaz Government is 
entirely in the dark about the whole 
matter. 

It was pointed out this evening that this 
failure to notify the Mexican Government 
was consistent with the contention that 
the mobilization is merely for manoeuvre 
purposes.

Manoeuvres HKeally to Be Held. 


Having decided that for precautionary 
reasons it is desirable now to have a iarge 
force of troops near the Mexican border, 
the Government is proceeding rapidly on 
the manoeuvre theory. It began to-day 
by explaining the entire reasonableness 
of some of the things that excited in- 
crednlity yesterday, such as the taking 
of ball cartridge ammunition by the in- 
fantry and cavalry, and of full ammuni- 
tion by the artillery. The explanaticn of 
this circumstance which at first looked 
so queer was that this. being a genuine 
test of the mobilization ability of the army 
organization, it was absolutely essential 
that the troops should 


active field service. Otherwise it would 
not be a true test. For the same reason 
the pack trains are going along. 

Gen. Carter's division is mobilizing, in 
other words, as a modern military organ- 
ization should, and when it is all assem- 
bled it will be a complete army division, 
fully equipped and ready for any emer- 
gency. It was also explained that there 
is no place in the United States more 
suitable for manoeuvres of this kind than 
the country around San Antonio. The 
climate there is fine at this season of the 
year. There is good water, and it is a 
salubrious place for a camp. Sickness 
among the men will be minimized, and in 
general the conditions could not be im- 
proved upon. 

With these explanations of questions 
which yesterday were unanswered the 
War Department developed the manoeu- 
vre plan much further to-day by announc- 
ing the invitation of the officers of the 
National Guard to come down to Texas 
and take a look at the regulars on duty. 
This does make it look like a war game 
for the instruction not only of the regu- 
lars but of the guardsmen as well. It is 
in fact the most manoeuvre-like part of 
the game that has been announced as 
yet. 

This makes ft quite clear that while the 
troops are kept near the Mexican boun- 
dary for the numerous precautionary rea- 
sons which have been outlined, the War 
Department proposes to get the most out 
of it that can be had, and will work the 
manoeuvres as much as possible. 


Manoeuvres to be Strenuous, 


Major Gen. Wood, Chief of Staff, went 
to the White House late this afternoon 
and had a conference with the President 
in regard to what the troops to be massed 
at San Antonio were to do when they got 
there. A general plan was agreed to 
which will be put into action at once. 
Major Gen. Carter, as soon as he takes 
command, will at once issue orders to the 
commanders already on the ground to be 
in readiness to take the field at 6 o’clock 
the next morning. It is proposed to set 
in motion manoeuvres involving tests of 
the marching endurance of the troops and 
the tactical ability of officers such as no 
ordinary manoeuvres at the regular Sum- 
mer camps of instruction ever paralleled. 
Gradually from day to day, as the various 
organizations ordered to Fort Sam Hous- 
ton arrive, they will be put into the opera- 
tions, and the proportions of the war 
game will steadily enlarge and embrace 
all the troops in the region. 

It was decided by the President and Gen. 
Wood to order the officers who are at the 
head of the different military bureaus of 
the War Department to be in readiness to 
go to San Antonio as observers during the 
progress of manoeuvres, and these officers 
will be on the ground to witness the work- 
ing of their respective departments as the 
game proceeds. 

Gen. Wood himself will be the first of- 
ficer not directly connected by orders with 
the division of troops to make an inspec- 
tion, and he will start the first of next 
week, accompanied by Capts. Matthew 
F. Hanna and Johnson Hagood, his aids. 
In Gen. Wood's absence Major Gen. Mur- 
ray will be Acting Chief of Staff. How 
long Gen. Wood will remain has not been 
decided.

It is 
not necessary that the men of the Na- 
tional Guard should participiate in these 
operations at this time, as the main pur- 
pose ig not the instruction of the men so 
much as of officers and the co-ordinate 
manipulation of all parts of a division. 

It is regarded as likely that the number 
of troops at San Antonlo will be con- 
siderably increased before the manoeuvres 
are over. The War Department will en- 
deavor to fill up the infantry organiza- 
tions to war strength, which would re- 
quire 1,500 men to a regiment. It is 
not known precisely the number of men 
that will be on the ground when all or- 
ganizations have arrived, but Gen, Wood 
estimates that there will be close to 19,- 
000. The most careful estimates of the 
numbér of men that would be required to 
fill up the various organizations plate the 
number at 6,000 men, and it would be the 
plan at once to ask the Adjutant General 
for that number from the various re- 
cruiting depots throughout the country. 
if there were that many now in training. 


President May Enlarge Army. 


There are only 2,000 recruits now avalila- 
ble at the depots, and .they will be for- 
warded to the manoeuvre devision as rap- 
idiy as practicable. It is to be expected 
also that the recruiting will be ordered 
until the 4,000 more men required are 


available. For this purpose the present 
limit of strength of the army, which is 
82,000 men, will be increased by Execu- 
tive Order, as it may under existing 
laws ' 

As a matter of fact, the troops under 
orders to move to the Mexican frontter 
are more than a division, with those al- 
ready on duty there. Under the present 
field regulations a division consists of 
headquarters, three brigades of infantry 
consisting of three regiments each, one 
regiment of cavalry, one brigade of field 
artillery, consisting of two regiments; one 

ioneer battalion of engineers, one field 
battalion of signal troops, four ambu- 
lance companies, four field hospitals, with 
a service of supply consisting of one am- 
munition train, five wagons; one supply 
train, six wagons; one pack train, and 
twenty-seven wagons for distribution of 
supplies, transportation of records, vet- 
erinary supplies, commissary clerks, pos- 
tal service, and similar auxillary duty. 

The troops ordered to San Antonio fill 
out these requirements except in the num- 
ber of Signal Corps troops, which is two 
companies short, and also exceeds by 
having an independent brigade consisting 
of the Ninth and Eleventh Regiments of 
cavalry. With the addition of the re- 
cruits now available and the further 
augmentation of the number required to 
fill up the organizations to war strength 
very few more would be necessary to form 
another division, and there are suggestion 
in different quarters that as soon after 
the present movement is completed the 
staff departments will engage in organiz- 
ing the auxiliary complement of the Sec- 
ond Division.

Ambassador Is Optimistic. 


Just before returning to Washington on 
the midnight train Ambassador de la’ 
Barra told the reporters that whatever 
might be the appearances of the mobiliza- 
tion of troops by this country on the 
Texas frontier, for several reasons he was 
convinced that the act was in no way 
hostile to his country. For more than half 
a century, he pointed out, the United 
States and Mexico had been at peace 
without a break; the relations between the 
two countries had been cordial and sin- 
cere, and the diplomatic and other deal- 
ings open and above board. The so-called 
revolution, he declared, was not Important 
enough to warrant interference by this 
Government with the internal affairs of 
Mexico. The revolt had at no time ex- 
tended beyond the mountainous districts 
of Chihuahua. It had not met. with popu- 
lar approval, and the Mexican Army had 
not warmed toward it. 

“You can see how Mexico regards the 
insurrectos,’’ he said, ‘‘ by the Govern- 
ment’s treatment of Madero’s followers 
who are taken prisoners. No such pris- 
oner is court-martialed, as would be the 
case in a real rebellion, but he is taken 
to a police court and tried for disorderly 
conduct or whatever his offense may be. 
He is treated as a citizen, and his rights 
as a citizen are safeguarded. There 
hasn’t been the execution of a. prisoner 
since the revolt started.’’ 

In reply to an inquiry as to why Presi- 
dent Diaz had not sent an overwhelming 
force into Chihuahua and Sonora the Am- 
bassador said: 

“What would be the use? The insur- 
rectos are credited by some with having 
1,000 mén. President Diaz has sent 5,000 | 
against them, but the insurrectos:do not 
stand up and fight. They run away inta 
the mountains of Chihuahua, where it is 
almost impossible to follow. It is a sort 
of guerrilla warfare, and you know how 
difficult it is to stamp that out.”’ 

Asked if it were not true that the middle 
class of people of Mexico were in sym- 
pathy with the revolutionary party and 
themselves much agitated, he replied: 

“It is true that the middle classes of 
Mexico are in a state of evolution. They 
are taking a larger interest in Govern- 
mental affairs than ever before, an im- 
portant thing for the interests of a de- 
mocracy, but there has been no mani- 
festation of resentment or other hostile} 
feeling against the Diaz Government, not- | 
withstanding the continuance of the pres- 
ent administration.’’ 

So far as he knew, he declared, there 
had been no protests to his Government 
against any failure on its part to quell | 
the Madero disturbance from Great Brit- 
ain or any other foreign power. 

Fie was asked when he was first ap- 
prised of this Government’s intention to 
mass troops in Texas. ‘* Yesterday after- 


noon,’’ he replied.

MEXICO SCOUTS INTERVENTION. 


But Mexican Public Is Skeptical— 
Statement from Embassy. 


MEXICO CITY, March 8—The an- 
nouncement that the American troops 
would be concentrated on the Mexican 
frontier created no noticeable excitement 
among the Mexicans generally to-day. The 
newspapers, both Spanish and English, 
printed the news fully, but without ex- 
tended editorial comment. 

The official explanation at Washington 
that only ordinary manoeuvres are con- 
templated is accepted by prominent Mexi- 
cans as sufficient, but by the public with 
skepticism. 

In some quarters the move is regarded 
as a first step toward American inter- 
vention to restore peace. If a moral ef- 
fect only is intended, the opinion is held 
by revolutionary sympathizers here, of 
whom there are many, that the cause 
of the insurgents would be benefited. 

The Imparcial says: ‘‘ Neither the Gov- 
ernment nor the people,can accept the 
possibility that the object of the moboli- 
zation is to mix in the affairs of our re- 
public. In view of the excellent relations 
existing we are sure that the manoeuvres, 
though indirectly, will strengthen the mu- 


tuality proclaimed at Washington.’’ 

With regard to the arrest of the Amer- 
jeans Converse and Blatt, suggested by 
some as an occasion of intervention, 
Mexico’s contention that the arrest was 
accomplished on Mexican soil is based on 
a special report made by Fernando Bel- 
tran y Puga, Mexico’s member of the 
special boundary commission. 

At the instance of the State Depart- 
ment Mr. Puga went over the territory 
where the men were captured, according 
to a statement made by Foreign Secre- 
tary Creel, who said that the Mexican 
Government placed implicit confidence in 
the report. 





WASHINGTON, March 8.—The Mexican 
Embassy to-day issued a statement brand- 
ing as preposterous reports current that 
the Mexican Government was looking to 
the United States for’aid in regulating 
its internal affairs.

Composition of the Brigades.

The independent cavalry brigade will be 
Speeaneen of the Ninth and Eleventh Cav- 
alry. 

The following auxillar troops have 
been attached to the division: The Third 
Battalion of Engineers, Companies A and 
D of the Signal Corps, four ambulance 
companies, and four field hospitals. 

The three brigades will be commanded 
by Brig.

at Jackson Barracks, La., one goes. 

Of the four at Fort Baker, Cal., three 
go; of the eleven at Presidio, San Fran- 
cisco, eight go, and of the two at Fort 
Miley, Cal., one goes. Out of eighty-five 
companies at the posts forty-eight are 
under mobilization orders. 

In addition to the 2,000 marines which 
will be concentrated at Guantanamo, 
Cuba. 500 will be drawn from the bar- 
racks along the Western Coast of the 
United States and placed on board the 
armored cruisers of the Pacific fleet. 
These vessels will be assembled at San 
Pedro and San Diego, Cal. The cruisers 
California, South Dakota, and Pennsyl- 
vania already are at San Diego, while the 
West Virginia and Maryland are at the 
Puget Sound Nav Yard, from which 
point they will sail for southern waters 
within a few days.

London Foreign Office and Pear- 
son Interests Deny Making 


Complaints Against Mexico. 





CONCERN SHOWN IN BERLIN 





Anti-American Press Thinks That 
Mexico May Be Reduced to a 
State of Vassalage. 
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LONDON, March 8.—The Foreign Office 
this evening authorized the announcement 
that no instruc any kind had been 
gent to Ambassador Bryce at Washington 
from London in regard to events in 
Mexico. 

I’. s. Pearson. President of the Mexico 
Northwestern Railway Company, -who is 
now in City, replying to cabled 
inquiries from London, wired to-day that 
the situation in Mexico had been un- 
changed for the past two weeks. Presi- 
dent Diaz was in his usual health. He 
said the explanation of the American 
mobilization, generally accepted at the 
Mexican capital, was that the move had 
been taken in response to a request from 
the Mexican Government that the United 
States put a stop to the supply of arms 
and ammunition which the rebels were 
receiving by sea and afross the frontier. 

Weetman Harold Miller Pearson, M. P., 
head of the contracting firm of S. Pearson 
& Sons, Limited, asserted to-day that he 
did not regard conditions in Mexico as 
in any way alarming. 

‘‘We are constantly in receipt of cables 
from Mexico which suggest that the dis- 
turbances are merely brigandage,’” he 
said. ‘* We have not heard direct from 
the affected area, but hear constantly 
from Mexico City, where all the news 
would be received at once.” 

Miguel Covarrubias, Mexican Minister 
to Great Britain, was exceedingly annoyed 
over the reports that foreign intervention 
in Mexico was possible. Such an outcome 
would be wholly unnecessary, he said. 

** Aj] Mexico is absolutely tranquil,’’ he 
declared, ‘‘except for a number of ma- 
rauding bands which are making raids in 
the extreme north, among inaccessible 

‘ymountains, and these the Government 15s 
holding in check. Any sieps taken by the 
United States to patrol their own fron- 
tier will be welcomed as preventing in- 
surrectionary movements from the United 
States across the border. This can be 
the only object of that Government which 
is perfectly aware that the most of these 
movements originated in the United States 
where Madero still carries on his propa- 
ganda. 

‘‘There cannot be more than a half- 
dozen British subjects in the region where 
the bandits are operating. There are 
many Americans there, but the authorities 
on the spot are able to take care of all 
foreigners. As a matter of fact the revo- 
lutionary leaders in the United States are 
themselves most anxious that no foreign 
interests shall be endangered.”’ 

The mobilization of an American army 
at the Mexican frontier has excited great 
interest on the part of London politicians 
and commercial interests, but aH are still 
in the dark as to whether the movement 
is for political or purely military reasons. 

So far as any extension of the power of 
the United States on the American con- 
tinent is concerned, it is doubtful that 
such an outcome would be popular with 
the British public just at this time. The 
talk of the future annexation of Canada 
has created a prejudice on this side, and 
this prejudice is just as strong against the 
political expansion of the United States 
generally at the present moment. 

That the United States cannot risk be- 
ing taken by surprise in the Mexican sit- 
uation and that the Washington Govern- 
ment is justified in taking precautionary 
measures will be the general view of the 
London morning newspapers.

BERLIN, March 8.—The mobilization 
of a large part of the American Army 
and Navy on the frontier and the 
shores of Mexico was the chief topic 
to attract the attention of the German

Col. Roosevelt is bound for a three 
months’ speaking tour of the West and 
Southwest. Tne arrangements for the 
tour were completed before the election 
last Autumn. He was accompanied from 
Oyster Bay by his secretary. He left the 
new Pennsylvania Station on a Washing- 
ton express at 10:16 o’clock. He occupied 
a stateroom in an ordinary sleeper. 

Mrs. Roosevelt and Miss Ethel Roose- 
velt will meet the party in time for the

Arizona. In California Col. Roosevelt will 
speak with Gov. Hiram W. Johnson. 


WASHINGTON, March 8.—Col. Roose- 
velt, en route from New York to Atlanta, 
had a short stay in Washington to-day 
while the train changed crews.

Dr. Cameron is 
an old friend of the Picard family.

Their Administration Is More 
Stable Than When He First 
Knew Them 30 Years Ago. 








GIVES PRAISE TO THE IRISH 





Some Municipalities Do Not Advance 
Through Lack of Them—Ambassa- 
dor Describes British Institutions. 





James Bryce, the British Ambassador to 
the United States, spoke on .“‘ Municipal 
Government in Great Britain” at the 
City Club last night at a dinner, at which 
he was the guest honor. Six of the 
eight members of the Board of Estimate— 
Controller Prendergast, President John 
Purroy Mitchel of the Board of Alderman, 
and Borough Presidents McAneny, Miller, 
Cromwell, and Gresser—were present as 
special guests. 

Joseph H. Choate, formerly Ambassador 
to Great Britain, was to have presided, 
but he sent word that owing to a death 
in his family he would have to remain 
away, and ex-Mayor Seth Low took his 
place. Nearly 200 persons were present, 
many of thenr‘ well-known business men, 
and they gave Ambassador Bryce a 
rousing reception, the entire gathering 
first drinking his health and then cheer- 
ing him several minutes. 

The Ambassador centined his remarks 
almost entirely to the municipal govern- 
ment in Great Britain, but he had some 
optimistic things to say about the govern- 
ment of cities in the United States. 

**T cannot tell you how much it touches 
me,’’ he said, ‘‘to find myself from time 
to time the object of a welcome which I 
cannot feel I have done anything to de- 
serve. It affects me none the 
it comes from the kindness you feel to- 
ward one who has tried to learn some- 
thing of your country, and can say that 
the he learns the deeper is his af- 
fection for it. 

‘Tt may surprise some of you to learn 
that although we are in the habit of 
quoting antiquity as the origin of munic- 
ipal govePhment, our present English sys- 
tem only dates from the year 1835, al- 
though there are evidences of municipal 
governments that -are very old, as old as 
the Conquest practically. 

‘Now, the first point I have to note 
about our municipal system is that it is 
generally uniform. <All our municipalities 
ceonsist of towns and cities, and are cre- 
ated by general statutes, which are 
amended from time to time, and lay down 
the outline or general structure of govern- 
rm.ent.’’ 

Mr. Bryce then declared that municipal 
eiections in England are for the most 
part pure, with very little bribery or re- 
peating. Party lines, he said, play very 
little part in their elections, a good candi- 
date not being opposed as a rule simply 
because he did not belong to the right 
party. If a candidate is faithful to his 
trust it is not very difficult for him to 
get a renomination. The Mayor is _ not 
elected, but is chosen from the Councillors 
and is the only member of the City Gov- 
ernment who receives a salary. 

No City Council has the power to grant 
franchises. that function heing attended 
to bv Parliament, after thorough judicial 
inquiry on the part of special committees 
selected to do the work. The process is 
entirelv fair, but has the objection of 
being costly. é 

Many municipalities in England and 
Sectiand control their own street railways 
and other public utilities, and municipal 
Ownership has worked fairly successfully, 
especially in Glasgow. So far as it has 
gone the people are satisfied with the ex- 
periment. 

One advantage of English municipal 
Governments, the speaker pointed out, 
was that their problems are of compara- 
tively slow growth, while here questions 
develop rapidly. The inf!ux of immigrants 
into America has also made a‘great dif- 
ference, whereas one of the best assets 
of England is tradition. | 

‘Tf it wasn’t for tradition,’’ said the 
Ambassador. ‘“‘I don’t know what we 
should do. We all live under the shadow 
f the past.’’ Sie 

‘‘T think the difficulties you have in 
this country in the way of municipal gov- 
ernment.’ he went on, ‘‘ are bound to di- 
minish and are diminishing since I first 
knew New York, when William H. Tweed 
was the boss of his ring. I don’t think I 
can say much more than this. The out- 
look is distinctly more hopeful than ever 
before. When asked the reason of the 
stagnation of reform in other cities I feel 
inclined to say it is because there are not 
enough Irish there. 

‘‘It seems to me that ; 
country are more and more inclined to 
settle a Thev are getting into a 
more stabfe condition. It is quite clear 
that the framework of your municipal 
rovernments is much plainer in outline 
than thirty years ago.’”’ me 

The Ambassador expressed the opinion 
that there ought to be a better adjust- 
ment here of the relation of business to 
pciitics. Business corporations in this 
country are too much inclined to use pol- 
ities for their own needs, and, after all, 
a city is not so much a civic body as a 
great business corporation, and should 
be dealt with entirely on business lines. 


LAD FREEZING IN GARRET. 


Mahwah Man Field for Neglecting His 
Son—The Boy May Lose His Feet.

HACKENSACK, N. J., ‘March 8.—Will- 
iam Jennings, whose mountain home, a 
small shack, is located in the Ramapo 
Hills, not far from Mahwah, was landed 
in the Hackensack jail to-day, swearing 
that he would kill the man who caused his 
arrest. His ten-year-old son, William, 
Jr., is in the Hackensack Hospital, being 
carefully fed, pending an operation which 
will probably cost the child both his feet. 

The boy was located-this morning in the 
garret of his father’s shack. Both feet 
were frostbitten, five of hise toes were 
missing, and he seemed half starved. «He 
told the agents of the Bergen County 
Children’s Society that he was kept a 
prisoner in the garret and fed only oc- 
casionally. He said, too, that in spite of 
his suffering his father would not send for 
a physician. 

The child’s pitiable plight was learned 
of accidentally by Assistant Prosecutor 
John B. Zabriskie on Monday, while he 
was attending a meeting at Wyckoff. He 
notified Supt, Bratt of the Children’s So- 
ciety, and steps were taken at once to 
have the child removed to the hospital. 
William Jennings, the father, was at work 
on a farm several miles away from home 
when Agent Trainor induced him to go to 
the office of the Children’s Society. There 
he was arrested and sent to jail. 

There were four other children in the 
Jennings shack, all younger than William. 
There was also a housekeeper, who said 
she was Jennings’s cousin. She was ‘in- 
structed by Supt. Bratt how to care for 
the other children and was allowed to re- 
turn home. There was no fire in the 
shack when the Children’s Society agents 
went there, but the housekeeper promised 
to keep one burning in future.

Pasteurization Plant in Washington to . 
Remain Intact Pending Congress Action | 


Straus Laboratory here be closed 
on March 15. This announcement was 
made at noon to-day by Miss Hurn, who 
has been in charge of the laboratory since 
it was opened, and who labored as- 
siduously to have the Government take it 
over. In a letter to Miss Hurn, Mr. 
Straus says that the machinery of his 
milk pasteurization laboratory will be 
preserved intact, and he will await action 
by the extra session of Congress, hoping 
that it will take advantage of. his offer to 
deliver the plant to the Government as, 
soon as aS an appropriation is made for 
its maintenance. 

The failure of the last Congress to pass 
‘he measure carrying an appropriation te 
maintain the plant, was very disappoint- 
ing to Mr. Straus, who says in his letter: 

‘‘In view of the demands of mv work 
and means elsewhere it will be necessary 
to close the Washington laboratory, and 
[ have written to this effect to Secretary 
MacVeagh, Surgeon General Wyman, 
Health Officer Woodward, Senator Gal- 
linger, and Representative Olcott, and 
herewith inclose copies of letters. 

‘‘As you know, last year the Washing- 
ton laboratory accomplished under your 
management, with the aid of Dr. Tavyler- 
Jones, the purpose for which it was estab- 
lished, in proving that properly pasteur- 
ized modified milk *saves the lives of 
babies. 

‘My intention, as announced, was to 
close the laboratory Jan. 1, but dn view 
of the desire of Secretary MacVeagh and 
Dr. Wyman to make it a Government 
agency for the saving of child life, and 
owing to the urgent representations of 
Health Officer Woodward as to the 
necessity for the work, I authorized you 
to continue the undertaking pending 
action by Congress upon the bill authoriz- 
ing the acceptance by the Government of 
the gift of the laboratory. 

“This bill, adopted unanimously by 
the Senate, lacked the concurrence of the 
House, owing to the shortness of the ses- 
sion. In view of the fact that the bill 
may be passed by the new Congress at 
the extra session next month, I will keep 
the iaboratory plant intact, so that it 
will be ready for instant operation and 
my offer to give the plant to the

Dr. Flexner So Tells Legislators 
in Opposing Bills Restrict- 
ing Vivisection. 





CAN ALREADY PREVENT IT 





Animal Experimentation Also Defend- 
ed by Drs. Ewing, Park, and Can- 
non—Dr, Snow Attacks Practice.

ALBANY, March 8.—Declaring that the 
discovery of a cure for infantile paralysis 
would soon be made Dr. Simon Flexner 
of the Rockefeller Institute to-day at- 
tacked the bills designed to restrict vivi- 
section, which were discussed before the 
Senate Judiciary Committee and the As-| 
sembly Committee on Public Health. 

‘We have-already discovered how to| 
prevent infantile paralysis,’’ Dr. Flexner 
said. “The achievement of a cure I may 
conservatively say is not now far distant, 
provided obstructive measures are not 
thrown in the paths of men who are 
working for the solution of this and other 
great problems. 

“We object to these measures as un- 
needed and. uncalled tor, and I have no 
hesitation in saying that their passage 
would retard the advance of medical sci- 
ence to an extent of which the lay public 
has no conception. The use of animals for 
the purposes of experimentation has been 
in the past as it is now the most effective, 
and in many cases the only means of 
achievement. It is idle to say that by 
this means nothing has been accom- 
plished. 

“So far as the charge of cruelty or 
abuse goes there are statutes on our 
books now amply covering the matter. 
Why uselessly multiply them or create 
unneeded commissions? ”’ 

Others who opposed the measures were 
Dr. James Ewing, Professor of Pathology 
at the Cornell Medical School; Dr. W. H. 
Park, Director of Laboratories of the De- 
partment of Health of New York City, 
and Dr. Walter B. Cannon of Boston. 

One of the bills provides for the ap- 
o0intment of a commission toe investigate 
he practice of animal experimentation, 
and the other directs the inspection and 
regulation of vivisection by the State 
Regents’ Department. 











“The whole science of anaesthetics 


comes from animal experimentation,” de- | 


clared Dr. Ewing. ‘‘ The results which 
ether, chloroform, and cocaine, for ex- 
ample, produce in human beings were first 
of all proved on animals.’’ 

Dr. Ewing refuted the charges of the 
anti-vivisectionists that the results of ex- 
periments on animals could not logically 
be held applicable to human beings. 

The practice of animal experimentation 
in this State, Dr. Cannon said, was gov- 
erned by stringent regulations approved 
by the American Medical Association. 

“It is nonsensical to argue that the use 
of these animals is a terrible waste of 
life,’’ he said. ‘‘In New York City alone 
the authorities in the last fourteen years 
destroyed over 1,200,000 dogs and cats. In 
one year in New York City there are put 
to death more than ten times the total 
number of dogs and cats used for all pur- 
poses in all the laboratories in all the 
medical schools of the country.” 

The principal arguments in favor of the 
bill to regulate vivisection were made by 
Dr. Herbert Snow of London, Mrs. Diana 
Belais, and J. D. Merriman. The commis- 
sion bill was favored by Frederick P. 
Belamy of the Society for the Prevention 
of Abuse on Animal Experimentation: W. 
B. Ellison of the Humane Society of New 
York, Henry Burgh of the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, Dr. 
James Ecob of New York, and George F. 
Eldott of Brooklyn. 

Dr. Snow declared that the fallacy of 
antitoxin for diphtheria had been shown, 
and also that the Pasteur treatment was 
another of the great bubbles which had 
burst. He asserted that there was greater 
mortality from diphtheria following the 
discovery of antitoxtn than there was be- 
fore. He also declared that vivisection 
was unscientific, and had no influence on 
the science of medicifie. ,He cited German 
authorities in support of his statement. 

Gen. Rush C. Hawkins of New York 
told the committee of cruelties, which, he 
said, had been practiced in the course of 
experiments on animals. The committees 
took no action’on elther of the measures.

Infantile Paralysis Cure Certain if In« 
vestigators Are Not Hampered. 


When Dr. Flexner returned from A}- 
bany last evening he confessed to an op- 
timistic feeling that none of the legisla- 
tion aimed at the use of vivisection in 
medical research would become law. He 
said he had no fear of the Pollock-Parker 


bill, the most stringent of the suggested 
legislation, because of hits conyrction that 
it would not pass, and he was quite con- 








fident that the legislation looking to a 


commission would meet a similar fate, al- 
though as law it would be merely ham- 
perirg and not destructive. 

“It is true,’’ he said, “‘that we see 
light ahead in our search for a cure for 
infantile paralysis. I cannot say when 
success will come; perhaps in six months, 
perhaps in twice or three times that 
length of time, but it is sure to. come if 
our hands are free. Much has been ac- 
complished already, and almost all of it 
within the last year and a half, 

“The germ has been known only that 
long, and, advancing from that point, 
we have learned where it resides, how the 
cisease is spread, how the germ enters 
the body, the main sources from which in- 
fection is acquired, and the. available 
means of combatting the disease. 

“At the present time there is no spe- 
cific remedy or cure for infantile paraly- 
sis, and that is the line along which we 
are werking. Still, the most scientific, as 
well as the most humane, method of deai- 
ing with any disease is te prevent rather 
than to attempt to ture it, and we have 
learned how infantile paralysis can be 
prevented. 

“The germ ig so excessively minute,” 
he explained, ‘‘that the most powerful 
microscope fails to reveal it, and yet there 
are accurate methods through the em- 
ployment of which the nature and pres- 
ence of the germ have been determined 
with certainty. The proof that infantile 
paralysis is a germ disease, and almost 
all our accurate knowledge concerning the 
nature of the disease have been secured 
through experiments on animals, and 
could probably have been obtained in no 
other way. 

‘‘If the most restrictive of the bills now 
up for consideration in Albany had been 
on the statute books in Sepember a year 
ago we should probably know of infantile 
paralysis just what was known two thou- 
sand years ago and no more. If such 
legislation were passed to-day we might 
as well stop all further work in the direc- 
tion along which we have already made 
such progress. The only trouble with the 
bill for a commission is that there are no 
abuses to prevent, and no need for the 
legislation at all. Furthermore, the suc- 
cessful launching for such a commission 
would be an encouragement to the agi- 
tators, and that would be very unfortu- 
nate, 

‘Do you know that seriously they 
make a great point against the vivisec- 
tion wor in meningitis? Now, that 
work took only twenty-five monkeys, and 
yet the results of the experimentation 
with them saved thousands of lives 
throughout the world and as many as 
1,500 in this country alone. It’s really 
your choice between the death of human 
beings and the death of animals. If peo- 
ple could see the sad cases that are 
brought to us, if they could see the dev- 
astation worked by some of the diseases 
which we are fighting, they might think 
differently.”’

The hasty departure of District Attor- 
ney Whitman for Albany at midnight 
last night started a report that he had 
been summoned by Gov. Dix in regard to 
the Carnegie Trust investigation. It was 
reported that Gov. Dix had sent to Mr. 
Whitman a letter requesting him to con- 
suit with Attorney General Carmody on 
matters relating to the investigation. 

It was stated that the Governor's letter 
was sent to this city from Albany in the 
custody of C A. Collin, a former 
law partner of William F. Sheehan. 

The finst cheering news that depositsrs 
in the Carnegie Trust Company have 
heard since the institution was closed on 
Jan. 7 by the State Banking Department 
was received yesterday, when it beca:ne 
known that a dividend of about lo per 
cent. would be declared next month by 
the bank examiner in charge. This will 
be paid some time after April 15, probably 
within a week after that date. 

Although the officials ef the State Bank- 
ing Department refuse to discuss the 
tangled affairs of the Carnegie Trust, it 
was learned on excellent authority yes- 
terday that several hundred thousand doi- 

in cash have either been paid into 
institution or will be in the next few 
The office fixtures, which were 
valued at 113,000 in the first inventory, 
are now being appraised, and private bids 
being received for them. Within a 
week they are expected to be disposed of 
for cash. These fixtures include a large 
number of manogany desks, tables and 
chairs, and solid mahogany wainscoting. 
There is no hint vet as to what the sec- 
ond payment to depositors is likely to he. 
It will depend on what success the Bank- 
ing Department meets in disposing of the 
unlisted securities which were dumped 
upon the Carnegie Trust by the Cummins 
syndicate after William J. Cummins and 
associate& came into the company’s 
affairs. 
*The Banking Department has been un- 
able to dispose of many of these securi- 
ties, Even the State and City bonds held 
as collateral for loans have not been sold. 
These last named will be the first to be 
realized upon, and the proceeds will fig- 
ure in the first dividend to be paid de- 
positors. 

Mr. Cummins and his associates have 
been holding daily conferences with the 
view of redeeming the pledges held by 
the company which they controlled, but 
it was learned yesterday that none of 
them had yet satisfied the Banking De- 
partment that he can liquidate his indebt- 
edness. The syndicate members, however, 
are expecting outside aid, and have so 
informed the Banking Department. 

No preference will be shown in the pay- 
ment of depositors, The City of New 
York, whose deposit is $650,000, will re- 
ceive only its pro rata share of whatever 
dividend the Banking Department decides 
on as its first payment to depositors. This 
city deposit was what remained of the 
$1,000,000 deposit given the Carnegie Trust 
by City Chamberlain Charles H. Hyde 
early in 1910. It was shaved down after 
Controller Prendergast had warned ihe 
City Chamberlain. 

Notes on which money 
politicians and others by the Carnegie 
Trust have been paid, and assurances 
have been received that many others will 
be paid as they come due. State Senator 
Timothy D. Sullivan, it was learned ves- 
terday. has taken up all the due notes 
on which money was advanced to his va- 
rious theatrical enterprises, and he has 
arranged to take up the remaining notes 
as fast as they fall due. 

All of the proceeds which figure in the 
redemption of notes will not figure in the 
April dividend to depositors. Many of the 
notes have been redeemed with money on 
deposit at the Carnegie, the amount of 
the note, with interest, merely being 
charged against the deposit of the maker 
of the note. - 

An attachment was granted vesterday 
by Justice Guy in the Supreme Court for 
$7,006 against the State Bank of Com- 
merce of Wallace, Idaho, in favor of the 
Carnegie Trust Company, This is the bal- 
ance alleged to be due for money de- 
posited with the State Bank of Com- 
merce prior to Jan. 6, 1911.

This condition the report attributes to 
the limited amount of fresh air obtaina- 
ble and dirty air chambers and ducts.

RECIPROCITY PAPER ISSUED 





Ambassador, in One Report, Says He 
Reminded the Canadian Ministers 
of Their Duty to the Empire. 





LONDON, March 8. — Ambassador 
Bryce’s reports to the Foreign Office on 


reciprocity negotiations were issued in a 





White Paper this evening. 
The most interesting communication 
. . } 
under date of Jan. 22, the day following 
the conclusion of the agreement. In this 
the Ambassador says: 

As at present advised. I am disposed to 
believe that British interests are not to any 
appreciable extent prejudiced. * * * No 
opportunity was lost in the course of the 
negotiations of reminding the Canadian 
Ministers of the regard which it was 
right and fitting that they should have to im- 
perial interests * * * The arrangement 
still rests, in reality, on a growing realiza- 
tion of the fact that a high tariff wall be- 
tween contiguous countries, whose products 
are economitally interchangeable, is an in- 
jury to both and opposed to sound fiscal 
principles, * * * 

In so far as the arrangement oversteps 
this basis it is probably influenced, and 
will at any rate be publicly justified and 
defended in the United States by the tra- 
ditional policy of the United States of pro- 
moting closer economic relations with the 
States of the Western Hemisphere. 

That such a policy is counteracted by and 
does not check the rapidly growing sense of 
National consciousness and International 
importance in the peoples of those States, 
has of late been abundantly proved. 

No more in»«Canada than in the republics 
of Latin America, to which the United 
States Government has sought to extend its 
Pan-American propaganda, does there seem 
a likelihood that freer interchange of com- 
modities will lead to closer relations of a 
political kind. 


President Taft’s message to Congress on 
the subject of reciprocity with Canada 
and the communications between Mr. 
Bryce and Secretary Knox and between 
the latter and the Canadian Ministers of 
Finance and Customs are included in the 
White Paper. ; 

Every time reciprocity is mentioned in 
Parliament there is a warm passage at 
arms. The Right Hon. A. J. Balfour and 
‘Sir Edward Grey had a brush to-day in 
the House of Commons over the part 
played by Ambassador Bryce. Mr. Bal- 
four wanted to know what instructions 
had been sent to the Ambassador and 
why British manufacturers had not been 
consulted during the negotiations between 
the United States and Canada. 

The tendency would be, said the Opposi- 
tion leader, for the Americans to put pres- 
sure on Canada to raise the duties against 
the United Kingdom. The only bright 
spot, he added, was Premier Laurier’s re- 
iterated wish for imperial preference. 

“This question is not dead in Canada, 
and I can assure the Government ft is 
not dead here,’’ he exclaimed warmly. 

The Foreign Secretary replied that the 
Government had not sent any instruc- 
tions to Ambassador Bryce, and did not 
propose to do so, except to indorse entire- 
ly everything he had done. The manu- 
facturers, he said, had not been consulted 
because both parties to the agreement 
were desirous of secrecy.

Motion in Parliament to Postpone 
Reciprocity Question Is Lost. 


OTTAWA, March 8.—‘‘ We have made a 
pact of honor in the name of the people 
of Canada with the United States to pass 
upon this agreement as soon as we rea- 
sonably can,’ was the answer which 
Finance Minister-Fielding gave to R. L. 
Borden, leader of the Opposition, who 
to-day moved that, ‘‘as Congress failed 
to carry out the reciprocity agrecment, 
and considerable time must elapse before 
Congress can deal with it at the specfal 
session, the Canadian Parliament should 
not proceed with the agreement until the 
electors shall have had an opportunity 
of passing upon its merits.’’ 

The motion of Mr.. Borden is regarded 
as thc first step in an Ovposition plan 
to delay the ratification of the agreement 
by Parliament until Congress has finally 
pronounced upon it. 

In support of his motion Mr. Borden 
said that nothing would be lost by delay. 
The Democrats, who were coming into 
power at Washington, were pledged to 
lower the American tariff, and it was 
most inopportune for Canada to confirm 
the agreement at present. He read a 
letter from Sir William Van Horne con- 
demning the agreement. In concluding, 
the Opposition leader said he stood for 
the British Empire against the world, 
— witiin the Empire he stood for Cun- 
ada. 

“The President of the United States is 
loyally keeping his compact with Can- 
eda,’’ replied Mr. Fielding, ‘‘ and he has 
even gone to the extraordinary step of 
calling an extra session of Congress to 
keep faith with the Government of Can- 
ada. For Parliament to accept the motion 
made by Mr. Borden would méan that we 
should have violated our own honor. 
Shame on the suggestion! It is childish 
to say that each country should wait 
upon ,action by the other. It is our clear 
duty to go ahead and pronounce upon 
this agreement.”’ 

Mr. Fielding declared his belief that a 
majority of the United States Senators 
had been in favor of ratifying the agree- 
ment at the last session, but that its 
passage had been blocked by the methods 
of a few filibustering Senators, some of 
whom would never be seen again in the 
American Senate. 

Mr. Borden’s motion was supported by 
70 members and opposed by 112. Only two 
Liberals voted with the Opposition— 
Messrs. Sifton and Harris—who have been 
opposed to reciprocity from the first

These properties were ex- 
clusive of the Sullivan Building, a large 
office building taken over by the Mer- 
cantile Investment Company, which was 
organized by the attorneys interested in 
the case. The bonds of the Provident In- 
vestment Company were worth 50 cents 
on the dollar, said Mr, ePterson, so that 
Corcoran obtained about $115,000. 

‘“I was in. Dublin last August,” said 
Mr. Petrson, ‘‘ and visited both Corcoran 
and O'Neill. At that time Corcoran ap- 
peared contented and comfortable. 
made nv complaint about the settlement. 
There is no truth in the statement that 
he received only $6,000 in cash, for ‘1 paid 
him the $40,000 in cash myself.’’

This should be shown by an 
affidavit of the person who made the in- 
ventory of the merchandise immediately af- 
ter the decedent’s death, and such an af- 
fidavit should contain a detailed statement 
showing what the merchandise consisted 
of and its market value at that time.

A native has more 
weight with a Judge than an English- 
man or any other foreigner in court.

tise a native, no matter how worthless 
his character. the native may have the 
white man fined. 

‘The trouble in India to-day is that 

thousands of young Hindus have -been 
educated in England, and all are looking 
for some soft job in the service of the 
Government, where they can do iittle 
work, 
_ “Speeches by English politicians visit- 
ing India, regarding their colored brother 
and the equality of white and black races, 
have done a great deal of harm, as their 
remarks have been translated into the 
native dialects and spread broadcast in 
Calcutta, Bombay, Delhi, Madras, and 
other large centres. 

“Six years ago, when the pupils in 
native schools in Bengal carried red flags 
shouting ‘Down with the English!’ Gen. 
Fuller, the Lieutenant Governor of the 
Province, had the schools closed. The 
Government officials in London were ap- 
pealed to by the agitators, and he was 
instructed to open them again. Gen. 
Fuller obeyed, and resigned.

‘“*We perceived the desire for a fast, 
cheap system between the populous areas 
of Brooklyn and the populous area ol 
Manhattan, and we proposed to safisfy it 
by operating a subway-.equal in these fa- 
cilities to the Interborough, from every 
Brooklyn. centre through Manhattan to 
Fifty-ninth Street. 

“An examination of our proposition 
shows at the outset that it offers more 
actual subway construction for the bor- 
ough, exclusive of the Sroadway line, 
than does the Interborough. We offer to 
do in Brooklyn all that the Interborough 
offers, and to add to that a subway con- 
nection between Prospect Park Circle and 
the Willink entrance to serve the Fliat- 
bush section. 

‘‘ And over and above this we propose to 
add 67 miles of elevated trackage to our 
present system, extending to Fort Hamil- 
ton and Coney Island, and at two points 
into Queens County to make our subway 
system effective and to bring its benefits 
to ay doors of all who live in this bor- 
ough.’’

UNCONSTITUTIONAL NOVELTIES. 

The Texas Court of Criminal Appeals 
unanimously supports the opinion of 
the Chief Justice that the initiative 
and referendum are unconstitutional, 
The case arose upon the violation of 
an ordinance regulating telephone rates 
in Dallas. The charter of Dallas: both 
gives the usual officials the usual pow- 
ers to regulate public facilities, and 





'addés that when such regulations are 


adopted by the method of the initiative 
and referendum they Cannot be altered 
except by a similar submission to the 
popular vote. The defendant violated 


‘such an ordinance, and its validity was 


essential to the punishment of the tele- 
phone official who disregarded its 
terms. 

The opinion of the court is that the 
people have tncapacitated themselves 
for such functions of legislation by 
adopting the Constitution which con- 
tains the familiar provisions setting 
up the accustomed form of govern- 
ment by three departments with dele- 
gated powers to make and administer 
the laws. Undoubtedly the people re- 
served the power to alter the Constitu- 
tion which they made, but untt! they 
do so they ere controlléd by its pro-vis- 
ions. Until the Constitution is altered 
it belongs to the Legislature to legis- 
late, and the people cannot make laws 
by the initiative and referendum. The 
Constitution provides for impeachment, 


and until that process of prosecution 
\of officials {s amended {it is not con- 
\stitutional to set up the recall. 


The 
people themselves are controlled by 
the Constitution, as well as those ex- 
ercising merely delegated powers, and 
those exercising such powers cannot 
delegate them. Thus the Legislature 
cannot provide that somebody else, not 
even the people themselves, can exer- 
cise powers which are the attribute 
of the Legislature. Not only is such 
action contrary to the language of this 
particular Constitution, but 

we regard it is repugnant to the 
principles of the representative 
form of government by our Constitu- 
tion. Under our Constitution the 
principle of making laws is that the 
laws are made by the people, not di- 
rectly, but by and through their 
chosen representatives. By the act 
under consideration this principle is 
subverted, and the law is proposed to 
be made at the last by the vote of the 
people,’ leading inevitably to what was 
intended to be avoided—confusion and 
great popular excitement in the enact- 
ment of the laws. 

The court proceeds to mention the 
difficulties in the way of the Legislat- 
ure transferring back to the people the 
powers which the people divested them- 
selves of and transferred to the Legis- 
lature by adopting the Constitution. 
The distributed functions of govern- 
ment cannot be redistributed, not even 
if the people wish it for good ends, and 
in order to do what they might have 
dcne if they had not put the power out

The distinction is fundamental and 
inherent in the distinction between rep- 
resentative and democratic povern- 
ment. The ruling of the court, there- 
fore, is superior to the language of any 
particular constitution, and.is depend- 
ent upon general principles. To hold 
the contrary is to hold that life, lib- 
erty, and property may be dependent 
upon suffrage, and not upon constitu- 
tional guarantees. For if the Legis- 
lature may be displaced, so may be the 
judiciary, the guardian of the Constitu- 
tion. The ideal of constitutional gov- 
ernment antagonizes both the idea of 
rule by a minority or by a democracy, 
and is not consistent with local eleo- 
tions producing variant results in the 
same State, and under conditions which 
are not truly expreasive of the consid- 
ered will of the people, although s0 rep- 
resented. This decision may be an- 
other miscarriage of fustice, but it 
takes the appearence rather of an ob- 
stacle in the way of making over our 
Government without stopping to think 
the thing through. 
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DEMOCRATIC LEADERSHIP. 


In the situation that has arisen for 
the Democratic Party in the last year 
there is great need, great opportunity, 
and considerable promise for the pro- 
duction of adequate leadership, not 
merely in the National organization, or 
that of the States, but throughout the 
party. The change that has taken place 
is very great. It is not merely that the 
Republican Party has been sharply 
checked by a movement of general pro- 
test. That has happened before without 
producing very serious results. The 
most 8 ificant fact is that the Repub- 
lican Party not only has been defeated 
in a. National election, but has been dis- 
tinctly divided on a question of essen- 
tial policy, and not only that the party 
has been divided but that fts official 
leader, the President, has abandoned his 
previous attitude of submission to the 
old leaders, and has taken long steps 
toward the progressive policy of the 
dissidents. This makes it possible for 
the Democrats, if they have the wisdom 
to seize the opportunity, to enact sub- 
stantial portions of their own pro- 
gramme and to put the remainder in 
the way of accomplishment. In other 
words they have a chance for construo- 
tive work that can win the approval 
and confidence of the people and form 
the basis of further advance. 

And the work that awaits them is 
worthy of the best efforts of the best 
citizens. In substance, it is the aboli- 
tion of privilege, the withdrawal of leg- 
islative favors from private interests, 
the divorce of the Government from de- 
moralizing partnership with private 
greed, and, as a sure result, a direct 
and great relief to all classes of the 
people, and most relief to those least 
able to bear burdens. It is a task that 
appeals to the sense of justice which, if 
it can be reached, is the strongest mo- 
tive power in the politics of a demo-'| 
cratic community. It is a task which, 
if pursued faithfully and intelligently, 
is sare to arouse the interest of the 
young men of the country and to enlist 
their energy, courage, and fidelity. It 
is this fact that makes immensely im- 
portant the leadership of the party 
which last Fall received a tentative 
mandate to take up the great work of 
sound, practical, and permanent tariff 
reform. 

It is not to be wondered at that the 
party at the moment is not so fulty 
equipped with leaders as it might be. 
For the last fifteen yoars it has been 
engaged tn a hard etruggile to retrieve 
the terrible errors of Bryanism. This 
has been a work, not of political man- 
agement and manipulation, but of pop- 
ular education. It has been toilsome 
and costly. But we believe that in great 
part it may now be said to have been 
acoomplished. On the one hand, the 
mass of the party has come to see that 
a much greater and more sclld principle 
is involved in tariff reform than in the 
crude propositions of Mr. BRYAN’SB ac- 
tive and inoonstant imagination. On 
the other hand, the mere politicians 
have been convinced by repeated defeat 
that Bryanism is not a profitable cult. 
Within the last few years, and, notably, 
within the past year, there is a marked 
tendency toward the development of 
leadership in the essential task of the 
party. In Congress this has not been 
so marked as in the country at large, 
but there are men in each branch of 
the National Legislature—such as Judge 
Unpmerwoop of Alabama, ex-Speaker 
Wiri1zama, now in the Senate; Senator 
Sronp of Missouri, and Senator Gorn, 
the Representative of the newest State 
—who bid fair to follow a path of en- 
Yightened policy. On the outside, there 
is, most conspicuous of all, Gov. Wiuson 
of New Jersey, and there is Gov. Har- 
mon of Ohio. 

These latter may be sald to be exam- 
ples of the sort of leadership the party 
supremely requires, and which i{t shows 
a marked tendency to produce. Apart 
from these more prominent men it can 
be noted with interest that in all parts 
of the country there fs a certain output 
of young men who are interested fn the 
Democratic Party, not as an office-get- 





ting ofganization, but as an inetrument, 


in applying sound principles to the af- 
fairs of the community, such men as 
are conducting the independent move- 
ment in the Legislature at Albany to 
prevent the disastrous domination of 
Murphyism in the selection of a United 
States Senator. It will be a great gain

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LAW AND BUSINESS. 

It may be doubted that the Southern 
States ever held a more distinguished 
meeting of official and representative 
personages than the Commercial Con- 
gress now sitting at Atlanta. The Pres- 
ident of the United States is to be there 
with his predecessor. Not improbably 
their successors are among the-+twenty- 
two Governors, including Wriuson of the 
Bast and Harmon of the West. The 
antagonism between law and business 
{fs an appropriate subject to be brought 
before the attention of such a congress 
at this precise juncture of affairs, and 
GEORGE W. PERKINS set the ball rolling 
with some striking thoughts. 

Business is done, he pointed out, with 
mind rather than with muscle, and the 
electrical inventions of the age have 
emancipated minds from time and 
space more completely than steam has 
given business men contro! over the 
movements of merchandise. This is 
the reason business is on a larger scale 





than in the precorporate age, when the | 


organization was lacking to deal with 
the opportunities now crowded upon 
the men of brains in the business 
world. But while inventors have thus 
reduced the world to a township the 
lawmakers are seeking to contract the 
capacities which inventérs and organ- 
izers have placed at its service, and of 
the United States in particular, whose 
area and eager population have great- 
est need for them. The Sherman law 
has been futile to control these expand- 
ing. activities, nor can the result be 
reached by any law short of one forbid- 
ding the use of steam, electricity, and 
corporations. In no other way can the 
world be shrunk back again to the con- 
tracted area of service which 
outgrown. 

The alternative is to learn to control 
corporations as we have learned to con- 
trol individuals and natura) forces. It 
is the methods of some corporations 
which are dangerous, not the corpora- 
tions themselves. The remedy is to 
punish the man who commits the crime, 
not the corporation which serves the 
public, nor the stockholders who com- 
prise the corporation, and are victims 
rather than criminals. We have laws 
for old crimes, but we lack standards 
and customs for unprecedented and al- 
tering conditions, we need methods for 
supplying them, and for reaching and 
rendering decisions upon subjects suit- 
able for neither criminal nor legai pro- 
cedure. Just’as immoral acts are sub- 
mitted to a jury of the neighborhood, 
so these new novel offenses ought _to be 
submitted to a new sort of tribunal, of 
special capacity and probity for dealing 
with strange problems regarding capi- 
tal, and the relations between labor 
and capital, and of both to consumers. 
One immediate problem {s the substi- 
tution of co-operation for competition. 
Intercorporate competition too much 
resembles war to be ‘tolerated. It is 
economically destructive, it embitters 
the relations of forces which ought to 
unfte. in public service, and thus it 
fails in serving the public. The rea- 
sonableness of railway rates is but one 
phase of this broad subject, and it is 
perceived that the reasonableness of 
rates is only another way of postulat- 
ing the reasonableness of profits, and 
indeed of all prices, including the price 
or wage of both labor and capital. 

Similar elements enter into all these 
large questions, Hxorbitant rewards and 
inadequate payments alike ape at the 
bar of public opinion, which demands 
an exponent and a guide. Workers, 
consumers, government, stockholders, 
employers demand a jurisdiction such 
as is supplied for crimes by juries of 
the common people, guided by Judges 
trained tn the unchanging laws of mo- 
ralities. But these new crimes are not 
like the old, for they are committed by 
the best of men of business, and their 
total prohibition and savage punish- 
ment is a sentence of society against 
itself. What is wanted ts a sort of 
commercial Hague which shall both 
formulate and apply a codé as inchoate 
as mMmternational law. The basic ques- 
tions are moral, but they are being 
decided fn a blundering and wasteful 
way. Never before could single men 
or single organizations of men serve 
or tnfure so many other men. To pun- 
ish such injury without crippling the 
splendid forces now avafiable is the 
task before the statesmen’ of business. 
Mr, Perxors makes a striking presen- 
tation of problems which are ripe, if 
not overripe.

22:4 ‘The so-called 
luxuries of the American people in 1910 
entailed expenditures tn jewelry of - 
000,000, in confectionery, $365,000,000; 
tobacco, $450,000,000; in automobiles, 
$496,000,000, and in alcoholic drinks, $1,- 
745,800,000, amounting fn all to §$3,- 
356,300,000. To this total add the cost of 
crime, $600,000,000. As automobiles are 
vehicles of utility as well as of retrea- 
tion, they are not altogether “ luxuries.” 
The rest of the {tems may be set down as 
things that minister rather grossly to 
the pleasures of the people. Crime, being 
an effort away from the emptiness and 
monotony of existence toward the crea- 
tion of intense experiences, produces the 
same effect as the artificial stimulus of 
alcohol and indulgence in the excitement 
comparable, 
generally in an unwholesome sense, with 
all forms of rational amusements, even 
with the enjoyment of the fine arts and 
music and the drama ag a relief from 
life’s strains and stresses. It lies within 
the scope of personal chdice whether the 
craving for relief shall assume de- 
generate forms, or shall become ennobling

joy and freedom. Alcohol produces this 
effect by paralyzing certain 
centres; if used immoderately, 
fects upon the bodily machinery of this 
form of inhibition are well known to be 
harmful. Like results may be obtained 
by turning to the nobler forms of en- 
joyment, But artists have been known to 
be burned up by their emotions. Religion 
may iead to mysticism and zealotism, 
that resulted in one stage of Church his- 
tory in the morbid and horrible cruelties 
of the Inquisition. The craving for in- 
tense experiences may be sated im- 
moderately in whatever direction it be 
turned. The absent-minded professor 
who checks all consciousness of his rela- 
tions to family, forgets his engagements 
and becomes oblivious to external things, 
is merely indulging immoderately in the 
luxury of his study. This, however, is 
the most harmless as well as the most 
fruitful of luxuries, and is usually e source 
of mental strength and upbuilding, only 
incidentally a meang of weakness_ and 
absurdity. Ex - President TIMOTHY 
Dwieut of Yale used to say the happiest 
of mortals is the man who thinks the 
most interesting thoughts. In so far as 
luxuries of every description may contri- 
bute to this end, they are necessary.

Crooks 


The biggest crooks I have known are men 
out ef the universities. They are equipped 
with great intelligence, and are after the 
bones that attract the dog under the apple 
tree, They find the bones. In some cases, it 
is a Judgeship; in others, perhaps, the 
United States Senate. 


Thus, by an exaggeration of emphasis, 
Judge Lixnps@y casts the universities and 
leading profegsions under a black shadow 
of crime. Unquestionably the ablest men 
come out of the universities, equipped 
with the developed strength and skilled 
helps of a liberal education, powerful for 
good and equally powerful for evil. No 
man was ever placed in a position of 
great trust and responsibility without 
the ability to abuse it at his discretion. 

There are a few signal instances of such 
abuses of power. Llistorians have some- 
times attempted to excuse them. MACAU- 
LAY, for example, besought his readers to 
judge the irregularities of Lord CLive 
in the light of the relatively slight aber- 
rations of a powerful planet, aberrations 
which, if indulged in by a small meteor, 
might be regarded as criminally erratic. 
Thus the crimes of CLIVE were paliiated. 
But the vividness of his metaphor blinded 
MACAULAY to the truth. The abler and 
more gifted the man, the clearer is his 
consciousness of what is expedient and 
morally right. When a well-educated man 
sins, he sins against the light. It is ex- 
ceedingly difficult for him to acquire 
@ vision of moral obliquity which would 
guide him toward treasonable and orim- 
inal acts. Not many such men come out 
of the universities. Such as do are not 
representative of the forces which our 
higher institutions bring to bear upon 
the life of the Nation. They misrepresent 
these forees. Doubtless Judge Linpspy 
would admit this. But his recent efforts 
in emulation of the muckrakers have vi- 
tiated his. style. 


For the first time In 
our history the Federal 
Homesteads Government is to have 

in the East. homesteads to sell with- 

in the original thirteen 
Colonies, Under the terms of the joint 
Eastern forest preserve iaw, just enact- 
ed, such areas of agricultural lands as 
may exist within the new Federal forests 
of the Southern Appalachians and of the 
White Mountains are to be surveyed, 
listed, and offered for sexie as homesteads 
at a value fixed by the Sccretary of Agri- 
culture. Actual settlers will take them in 
tracts not exceeding eighty acres each. 

This provision is rather novel than liin- 
portant. Under appropriations of $2,000,000 
yearly fur the next five years so-called 
‘strategic areas’ of forest land are to 
be bought up—areas that comprise the 
sources of many ftmportant streams radi- 
ating into twenty different States, and to 
be conserved for the purposes of naviga- 
tion, irrigation, and water power. Of 
course, miost of these areas are heavily 
wooded. The sponge of roots, under- 
growth, and deciduous deposits of the for- 
ests must be kept unimpaired to control 
and regulate the springs of these great 
watersheds. But there are bare patches. 
All of these must be reforested where 
practicable. On burned-over lands, how- 
ever, reforestation is difficult, and the 
residuum of fertile soil will be for some 
years to come of value to market garden- 
ers and farmers. But these fertile spots, 
unless they can be protected from the ef- 
fects of erosion, will be unsuited for per- 
manent settlements.

Some of the recent newspaper accounts 
of the trial and sentencing of Charles M. 


| Belling for forgery were possibly misun- 
derstood by 


readers who are unfamiliar 
with the nature and operation of the “ in- 
determinate sentence.’ Belling was sen- 
tenced by Judge Foster to imprisonment 
for a period of not less than fifteen 
months and not more than nineteen years 
and three months; between these limits 
the date when Belling will be actually 
discharged from prison will depend upon 
his own conduct and character. 

If a prisoner remains unresponsive to 
the reformatory influences, of the train- 
ing and discipline to which he is to be 
subjected in prison, unrepentant, defiant, 
and unchanged in character, he may be 
detained for the full term of his sentence. 
If, on the other hand, he shall yield him- 
self to the treatment which aims to make 
him a better man, and shall gain not only 
the desire but a firm determination to 
lead hereafter an honest and reputable 
life, he may obtain his release at the ex- 
piration of his minimum sentence. It Is 


“by no means certain or even probable that 


a prisoner will be discharged from im- 
prisonment as soon as his minimum sen- 
tence shall have expired. A’ complete 
record is kept of his conduct in prison, 
he is under constant observation, he is 
subjected to tests, and he is not set free 
until the Board of Parole is satisfied that 
he has acquired both the purpose and the 
ability to abstain from crime. 

The principle of the indeterminate sen- 
tence is that no convict should be dis- 
charged from prison until he is fitted for 
freedom. ‘The prison régime is, or should 
be, so conducted as to aid the prisoner in 
his efforts to reform. This form of sen- 
tence is the only just and logical one. 
Under the definite sentence for a stated 
term the prisoner becomes absolutely en- 
titled to his discharge at the end of the 
term; he may them openly avow his in- 
tention to return to the life of orime; it 
may be certain that his restoration to 
freedom means deadly menace and danger 
to the community; nevertheless, when the 
stated term has expired, the State has no 
power to held him im restraint a day 
longer. The indeterminate sentence 
places all prisoners on the same footing, 
all to be released when, and not before, 
they have become fitted to be set free 
with safety to the community.

WORK ON EXHIBITION 


Many of Late Artist’s Palntings - 
at National Arts Club Show 
the Munich Influence. 








BEGAN STUDIES AT TWELVE 





“ Rufina,” “ Bacchanallan,” “ Holland 
Canal,” and “ Street In Germany” 
Among Examples of His Career, 





A memorial éxhibition of the works of 
Walter Shirlaw opened last night at the 
National Arts Club and will remain on 
view until April 5. It comprises all pe- 
riods and ‘styles of the artist's work— 
decorations, figure studies, landscapes in 
of1 and water color, and charcoal and 
pencil sketches. The record is one of an 
active mind interested in many phages of 
art and working to the end with singular 
spontaneity and freshness, 

Mr. Shirlaw was born in Paisley, Esot- 
land, in 1888, and died in Madrid, Spain, 
in 19098. At three years of age he was 
fbrought to New York, and at twelve left 
school to apprentice himself to a bank en- 
graving company, thinking this the mos 
practicable way of becoming an artist. He 
did both engraving and work in design 
for this company, and studied in the night 
schools of New York. He presently set 
up a studio and exhibited in the Acad« 
emy of Design, but later, in order to earn 
money enough to study abroad, he en«- 
tered a bank note company in Chicago 
as @ designer. 

In 1870 he started for Paris, but owing 
to the condition of siege in that city he 
turned instead to Munich, where he stud- 
ied for many years under Wagner, Rom- 
burgh, and Kaulbach, displaying so much 
ability that the German Government ofe 
fered him a studio and models free of 
charge. 


Much of the work in the exhibition 
shows the Munich influence, The “ Good 
Morning,’’ a picture of a young girl feed- . 
ing the barnyard fowls their breakfast, 
(lent by the Buffalo Academy,) ig & 
sturdy bit of painting in the true Munich 
style, and ‘“‘ The Kapellmeister ” is a fines 
product of the same influence. 

His reputation in America was first es- 
tablished by a picture called ‘“‘The Tonr-« 
ing of the Bell,’ and representing the in- 
terlor of a foundry where a fiddler igs 
striking chords on his violin for the pur- 
pose indicated in the picture's title. This 
painting received a medal at-the Centen- 
nial Exhibition in 1876. When he returned 
to America Mr. Shirlaw settled in New 
York, where his work is very well known. 
This collection of representative example@ 
will, however, surprise many by its va- 
riety and by the special charm of the 
smaller, more intimate, and less known 
paintings. 

Many a visitor will turn from such typi-< 
cal examples of ripe color and opulent 
modeling as the handsome “ Rufina,” lent 
by the Century Senohavien, or the elab- 
orate ‘‘ Bacchanaliaf”’ to the fresh, coo} 
greens and grays of the ‘“* Holland Canal,” 
or the “‘ Holland Cattle,’’ or the ‘ Street 
in Germany.”’ One of the most charming 
of these smaller pictures is the one called 
‘‘Among the Rushes,” an old man in a 
blue apron poling a boatful of children 
and @ dog along a reedy creek. The fig- 
ures are admirably drawn, and there is 
a simplicity and unity about the unpre- 
tendi>g little subject that give it genuine 
dignity. 

More in the artist’s usual vein, however, 
are such sumptuous panels as ‘‘ The Toad- 
stool,” lent by Miss Dreier; the designs 
for the Library of Congress decorations, 
and the Bacchanalian studies. Another 
side of his art is well represented by the 
picture of a marble quarry in Vermont 
and still another bv his drawings in 
charcoal and chalk for the decoration in 
the house of D. O. Mills. 

Mr. Shirlaw had many friends, who will 
like to see him commemorated in such an 
exhibition as the present as much for 
their memory of his kindliness of disposi- 
tion and loyalty and integrity of character 
as for their wish to see his art honored. 

The collection comes to New York at 
a crowded time, but it will not be ne- 
elected.

Evidence Shows That the Accused 
Pretended to Represent the Brit- 
ish Marconi Company. 








The Government continued at yester- 
day’s session of the trial of George Mun- 
roe, charged with using the United States 
mails in a scheme to defraud, to plie up 
testimony showing that many persons had 
trusted various sums to the defendant to 
invest in Marconi Wireless securities and 
never got so much as qa picture book in 
return, 

Munroe and his brother Alexander, who 
came into promninence as the curb firm 
of Munroe & Munroe when the Montreal 
& Boston copper stock washery went to 
pieces late in 1904, were both indicted by 
the Federa) Grand Jury last Fall. George 
was found here, but Alexander was then 
in Canada, where he has since remained. 

Yesterday’s session began with the testi- 
mony of John H. Burns of Peoria, IIl., 
who related at the preceding session how 
George Munroe told him that he wag in- 
dignant at. Marcon! because the latter 
wasted so much time and money in chuin- 
ming around with royalty in Europe {n- 
stead of coming over here to back up 
Munroe’s stock-sellig enterprise by per- 
fecting his inventions, 

To this statement Burns added the fact 
that he was persuaded to part with $2,500, 
which he has never since seen, by the 
eloquence of H. G. Robinson, one of the 
Munroe lecturers. These lecturers, the 
Government is prepared to show, Munroe 
& Munroe sent out all over the country 
in 1907, when the concern made its final 
clean-up by offering for sale shares of 
the English Marconi Company which the 
purchasers never received. 

Burns said yesterday that he waited 
three months for his stock and then saw 
Munroe, who promised to send it at once, 
explaining that the certificates of the 
English company had not yet come from 
the engravers. The matter dragged on 
through the Fall of 1907 and the Spring 
of 1908, until finally he came to New York 
and saw Munroe again. This time Mun- 
roe gave him a new story and finally per- 
suaded him to accept 5 per cent. interest- 
bearing stock of the Sovereign Realty 
Company as collateral for his advance of 
2,000. On this stock one installment of 
interest was paid and the next defaulted. 
Burns brought suit to recover it, and 
Munroe settled with him on the morning 
the suit came to trial. The compromise 
extended, however, merely to the payment 
of ho interest, and Burns is still out his 
2,! 

Mrs. Ellen Fisk of Phoenix, Ariz., and 
the Rev. Robert L. Bachman of Knox- 
ville, Tenn.; Addison Kingsbury of Co- 
ventry, Conn., and Carl Ludin of 137 
Stratford Street, Hartford, Conn., all re- 
lated similar experiences. Then Detective 
Lieut, Barney McConville of the Wall 
Street branch of the Police Department 
was called to the stand. He, said he 
went to see Munroe after a complaint had 
been received by the police, and that Mun- 
roe told him his firm was the agent ror 
the English Mareoni Company. McCon- 
ville showed Munroe a letter from a man 
in Indiana inclosing another letter he had 
received from the English Marconi Com- 
pany repudiating Munroe, but:still the lat- 
ter persisted in his statements. 

The Police Department thereupon com- 
municated with Scotland Yard, McCon- 
ville said, and when complaints began to 
come in from all over the country put the 
case in the hands of United States At- 
torney Wise. 

The Government also put on the stand 
Christopher Kitteridge, chief transfer clerk 
for the British Marconi Company, who 
said theré was no correspondence between 
Munroe and the company during 1907 and 
no applications made by the firm of which 
the defendant was a member for the 
transfer of stock. 

The case will continue to-day.

Meeting That at the Worst They Can't 
Be Deprived of Their Property.

Nearly half of the report of Secretary 
Freeman of the American Sugar Refining 
Company ,issued to the stockholders at 
yesterday's annual meeting in Jersey City 
is taken up with an explanation of the 
uovernment’s litigation against the com- 
Pany and a defense of the company's 
dosition. 

The income account’ shows net profits 
from all sources during the year ended Dec. 
$i of $6,380,301, which is more than $4,000,- 
000 less than in the previous year, when the 
thowing was $10,823,869. Of this profit, 
$3,077,143 was from operations, $2,273,473 
was interest and dividends on invest- 
ments, $398,862 interest on loans and de- 
bosits, and $630,823 ‘‘ net profits realized 
hpon investments.”’ 

Dividends declared were as usual &6, 
858, and $807,967 was charged for de- 
Dreciation on plant and equipment. The 
settlement by the Federal authorities of the 
Buits to recover drawbacks cost the com- 
bany $700,000, which compares with $2,135,- 
£86 paid to the Government in the previous 
year, when the settlement of the Pennsy!]- 
vania Sugar Refinery litigation 
$2,000,000. The $700,000 settlement brought 
the year’s debits up to $7,807,925, which 
exceeded the income by $1,427,625 and re- 
fluced the profit and loss surplus at the 
end of the year from $21,301,872 to $19,- 
74,249. 

The report complains that the margin 
of profit throughout the year was very 
emall, ‘‘as the sugar trade throughout 
the world has been subject during the 
year to serious and sharp declines, owing 
lo the very large supply of raw sugar.”’

Pig tron Production Increased Rapidly 
in February. 


As was foreshadowed in  day-to- 
day advices from the furnaces, pig 
iron production increased at a rapid rate 
in February, nearly overcoming the ef- 
fects of the curtailment put into effect 
in the preceding months.

The daily capacity of the 
222 furnaces in blast March 1 was 66,002 
tons, against 59,5GS tons a day for 206 fur- 
naces Feb. 1. Production to-day, including 
charcoal iron, is at the rate of 24,450,000 
tons a year, against a rate of 22,000,000 
tons a year Feb, 1 and 19,700,000 tons at 
the low point at the opening of the year.

MEXICANMOVE TAKEN CALMLY 





Stock Exchange Displays No Uneasi- 
ness Over Massing of Troops ~ 
in Texas. 





When Wall Street came down to busi- 
ness. yesterday morning it was with the 
expectation that the overnight news from 
Washington regarding the massing of 
troops on the Mexican frontier might pro- 
voke a serious disturbance in the stock 
market. As it turned out the declines 
from this cause were purely negligible, 
more attention being paid by the Stock 
Exchange to the New York Central div- 
idend reduction and the unfavorable 
monthly statement of copper metal sup- 
plies. These in themselves were develop- 
ments which might readily account for 
the small, if general, losses recorded by 
the stocks at the close of a very dull 
session. It would be umsafe to assume 
from the market's reception of the Mex- 
ican move yesterday that it will display 
equal indifference to any further devel- 
opments in this situation; at the moment 
the general feeling in the financial com- 
munity seems to be that the mobilization 
of the troops in Texas is for moral ef- 
fect. The small number of shares di- 
rectly concerned in the Mexican position 
were no heavier relatively than other de- 
partments of the list, and the trading 
closed with an absence of unsettlement 
rather notable under the circumstances. 

Reasons for the reduction of the Central 
dividend to 5 per cent, were as numerous 
as they were scarce for the agvance in the 
payment to 6 per cent. fn Aden 1910, It 
has been apparent to everybédy that the 
6 per cent. rate was maintained only by 
calling up funds in volume from subsid- 
lary companies, and at best this was a 
policy of temporizing. For ‘justifica- 
tion it depended upon an early return of 
active business, and this has not come 
The step is, therefore, a wise one, 
and it may be doubted ff the property will 
in the least suffer because of it in the 
estimation of the public or the money 
markets. As for the increase of 14,198,000 
pounds in copper metal stocks, it appears 
to have been brought about mainly by in- 
creased production and smaller domestic 
deliveries. The falling off in sales at 
home are readily explained by the gen- 
eral business situation, but the larger pro- 
duction is less easily understood in view 
of the assertions of producers that drastic 
curtailment had been undertaken. Ap- 
parently the curtailment has not been ad- 
hered to {n some quarters, and it is not 
surprising, therefore, to learn that one 
or two of the largest copper interests are 
displaying plain signs of discontent. More 
cheerful reading was provided by the 
weekly reviews of the fron and steel trade 
journals. One of these published its com- 


ruary, which was

January, daily capacity at the opening of 
March being 68,562 tons, against 59,568 tons 
on Feb. 1. The Government's figures on 
grain reserves in farmers’ hands were 
also encouraging, revealing holdings of 
wheat and corn seldom exceeded, a fact 
of importance to consumers and to the 
raflways.

Layaity to the Northern Pacific has led 
Howard Hliiott, its President, to refuse

Pig Iron Resumptien. 

The producers of iron have apparently 
lost no time in taking advantage of the 
revival in the steel trade, if, indeed, they 
have not discounted the future in rush- 
ing furnaces into blast which were shut 
down to meet the exigencies of surplus 
stocks and rock bottom prices early in 
the Winter.

Hope for Recognition from Republican 
Leaders Rather Than an Alliance 
with the Democrats.

WASHINGTON, March 8-—The concen- 
gus of opinion among the Democrats in 
both houses is that at the extraordinary 
Bession of Congress only a very limited 
sort of tariff revision must be attempted. 
Senators Overman of North Carolina and 
Bacon of Georgia—both conservative Dem- 
ocrats—and Mr. Owen of Oklahoma, with 
@ radical complexion, have let themselves 
be quoted to this effect, and it is believed 
thet expreesions of a similar sort from 
Champ Clark and Mr. Underwood—the 
leaders of the next House—had something 
to de in encouraging the President to 
stick to his original plan for calling the 
extra session. 

While no very definite plan has yet been 
settled on, it ise now expected that an ef- 
fort will be meade first to olear up the 
Canadian reciproctty agreement. That 
measure will pass ithe House with little 
delay and in the en dit is expected to get 
through the Senate. Then will come the 
qaznestion of tariff nevision. 

Here the Democratic Ways and Means 
Committee will be guided by the need of 
prompt action, in so far as eny action at 
all is taken, and by a desire to avoid the 
President’s veto. Both these considera- 
tions tend toward the immediate revision 
of the cotton and woolen schedules. On 
both these sections of the present tariff 
law the Democrats can count on the sym- 
pathy of the President, as he has express- 
ly declarea the woolen schedule to be ab- 
selutely tndefensible. Beyond these two 
schedules it ig not likely that much 
progress will be made. 

Democratic anxiety, however, to keep 
insurgent Republicans from appearing as 
the sole champion of the Middle Western 
farmer will spur the Ways*‘and Means 
Committee to some step offsetting the free 
trade accorded Canada in farm products. 


The Democratic Party, in spite of Sena- 
tor Bailey, is pretty well committed by 
this time to the’ policy of free raw ma- 
terials, and the plan now is to compensate 
the farmer for his lost protection by — 
ting down the duty on the things he bu 
Thus free wheat, carried in the Canad “ 
agreement, will be offset by free flour. 
Free cattle will be compensated by free 
beef. And so on through a list of the 
finished food products. 

These modifications along the lines of 
the Canadian agreement will be in the di- 
rection for which the insurgents in the 
Senate have been clamoring. If the Dem- 
ocrats are prompt in reporting these provi- 
sions they may succeed in stealing much 
of the credit from the insurgents. The 
trouble just now with the insurgent pro- 
sramme is that it looks to the amendment 
of the agreement by the addition of fin- 
ished products to our free list, while the 
President, through the mouth of Mr. Mc- 
Cali, has given notice that any strings 
tied to the agreement in its original form 
would be a challenge for veto. The Demo- 
cratic plan now is to pass the agreement 
as it stands, and then to put the other 
changes into a Separate measure along 
with “wool and cotton. 

This comparatively small tariff pro- 
Sramme looks on the face like a promise 
for @ comparatively short extra segsion, 
but things are now in such a state in 
regard to the organization of both houses 
that all sorts of delays may arise. The 
House Ways and Means Committee, for 
=~ mae has not yet decided between 
4 of Brooklyn and Burleson of 
Texas “for t the Chairmanghip of the Com- 
mittee on Rules Every such delay in 

tion means that much added to 
the gth of the session, for the Ways 
and éans Committee cannot take up 
tariff matters till it has disposed of the 
patronage it intends to dispose of at this 
session. 

In the Gemate things are still more en- 

ed. The retirement of an extraordi- 
mary number of prominent Chairmen and 
almost the complete wiping out of the 
majority side of certain committees makes 
the reorganization of the upper house a 
serious affair. It would be serious under 
all circumstances, but now, 
surgents, encouraged by the new blood 
that joins their ranks in the Senate, are 
demanding promotions, and when one or 
two of them at least are considering will- 
ingly the possibility of an alliance with 
Democrats for rev olutionizing the tradi- 
tional systemeof seniority promotions for 
the furtherance of their own position, it 
becomes a work that will take an unusu- 
ally lon gtime. It can be stated that not 
enough insurgents are ready for any 
Democratic alliance to make this revolu- 
tionary scheme possible, even if the older 
Democrats would permit it. 

Among the leaders it was said to-day 
that will take the Senate a month tc 
organize after it meets on April 4. Much 
of that will be the time taken by the 
House in the preparation of its tariff 
measures. No one will openly venture a 
guess as to the length of time the extra 
session will last. and unofficial estimates 
very all the way from six weeks to three 
months. 

While one or two of the most radical 
insurgents would consider a Democratic 
alllance justifiable in reorganizing the 
Senate, the great majority of the pro- 
gressives seem to tend more and more to 
an alliance with the regulars of theirown 

party. In the House the insurgents this 
yéar will find themselves relegated to the 
unenviable position of the minority of a 
minority, and the Senate insurgents do 
not wish to imitate them. The fact that 
among the more conservative progres- 
sives ambitions for the leadership of the 
Senate and ultimately for the Presidency 
are not unknown, make it evident why 
they realize that In the end their own 
party must be solidified. 

Just now it appears that the first step 
in that direction will be to obtain by 
threats or persuasion prominent commit- 
tee posts. That will at once put them 
within the breastworks, so far as the 
appearances go, and they will then trust 
to circumstances and the threat of Demo- 
cratic votes to press their views upon the 
older members of their party. It is the 
wholesale demand of the insurgents for 
committee promotions just when the in- 


- Surgent strength is increasing to a point 


where their demands must he listened to 
that makes the organization of the Senate 
s0 @ifficult a proposition.

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GRESSER DROPS HINTS 
OF PLOT T0 RUIN HIM 


Opposition Offered to Close In- 
vestigation, He Says, If He 
Let Up In the Aldermen. 





TRACING CAMPAIGN FUNDS 





Borough President Denies Recelpt of 
Big Sums Sald to Have Been Ralsed 
by Assessment of Employes. 





Efforts to trace large sums of money 
which witnesses have testified were raised 
by assessing employes in Queens and 
turned over to Borough President Law- 
rence Gresser to aid in his campaign 
of 1909 were made vesterday by Attor- 
neys Charles Pope Caldwell and George 

Foren, when they began the cross- 
examination of the accused Borough Pres- 
ident before Commissioner Ordway in 
Long Island City. 

It was President Gresser’s third day 
on the witness stand. Throughout he 
intimated that he was the victim of a 
plot and yesterday he specifically de- 
clared that unidentified employes in the 
Building and Highway Departments were 
still active in endeavoring to bring his 
administration into disrepute. 

When, questoned about the men who 
held positions as Corporation Inspectors 
he admitted that while acting as Public 
Works Commissioner under former Presi- 
dent Joseph Bermel he had appointed his 
own son, Lawrence T. Gresser, who at 
the time was a student in a law school, 
an Inspector. He also appointed Frank, 

. Ryan and Thomas Healy. both of 
Flushing. 

It is said that quite a number of promi- 
nent residents of Queens drew money on 
easy jobs, and it is the intention of the 
attorneys pushing the charges to get their 
names on the record if possible. 

When the subject of campaign contribu- 
tions was taken up Mr. Gresser said that 
money was scarce, and in consequence 
they were all talking money. He got 
$400, which he turned over to Martin) 
Mager,. who was elected County Clerk 
that Fall. He said he understood that 
John J, Hallerman, now holding the posi- 
tion of Tax Commissioner, handled about 
$2,500, and Gresser got some of that. It 
was all used for legitimate campaign ex- 
penges, he said. Then Attorney Caldwell 
started in to try and locate the money 
which Joseph B. Nelson, who was dis- 
missed from his position as Chief Clerk 
of the Sewer Department, testified that 
he had collected from the employes of 
that department and turned over to Presi- 
dent Gresser at his direction. Taking up 
Gresser’s bank accounts Attorney Cald- 
well said: 

“Your ‘eccount in the Nassau Bank 
shows that you deposited $1,300 on Oct. 
=u, ows $400 on Oct. 25, and $300 on Oct. 


‘“*T guess that is right,’’ was the an- 
swer. ‘‘On Oct. 20 I borrowed $900 from 
George Winkler, and my son Lawrence 
brought me $500. I owed Bermel a bill 
of $221 for work done for me in the 
cemetery, and I never expected to get the 
bill, but did when I was nominated for 
Borough President. I borrowed $200 from, 
John M. Cragen and paid that bill.’’ 

‘““Where did you get that check for 
$250 on the Cdlumbia Trust Company?’ 

Mr. Gresser replied that it was a cam- 
paign contribution. 

Mr. Caldwell read a list of the men 
who, it was said, contributed to Gresser’s 
campaign, and among those whom the 
witness remembered were Lowell M. 
Palmer, $250; Herman A. Metz, $200; Jo- 
seph Farnam, $50; Alexander Reed, $250; 
Henry R. Artenburg, $50; Carl Berger, 
$100. He could not tell the source of the 
check for $250 made out one th® Colonial 
Trust Company. He denied receiving any 
money from James H. Johnson, Chief En- 
gineer in the Sewer Department. Ac- 
cording to the testimony of the engineer- 
ing staff of the department, they con- 
tributed 2 per cent. of their yearly salary 
t6 the campaign. 

Mr. Gresser’s statement of campaign 
expenses filed according to law amounted 
to $780. When his private business ac- 
count was examined he admitted that the 
late James T. Keliey had indorsed His 
note for $5,000 in the early part of 1910, 
following his appointment by Gresser as 
Bulidings and 
Offices. He said this was a purely busi- 
ness transaction, and that he had been 
paying off the note by installments. 

When asked if he did not compel party 
loyalty either to himself or former Sheriff 
Herbert S. Harvey as a qualification for 
holding office under him, Mr. Gresser re- 
viled that he believed every man should 
be free to do as he pleased politically. 

‘But in performing his public duties 
I demand that every man holding a public 
position be loyal to the administration 
and do his work :well and promptly.

Walker is a little man, almost diminu- 
tive beside McGrath, who ts more than 6 
feet tall.

He said 
he met Mrs. McGrath in a Flatbush hotel 
last Fall. He said he was in a hotel near 
his home, 577 East Second Street, Filat- 
bush, on Christmas Eve, when Mrs. C-

SURE TEACHER WAS SUICIDE. 


Police Learn Miss Sutterly Tried to 
Buy Polson—River Search Ends. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BURLINGTON, N. J., March 8.—Evi- 
dence which the police believe shows con- 
clusively that Miss Mariagna Sutterly, 
the missing St. s Hall teacher, com- 
mitted suicide was discovered this even- 
ing. The police were called from their 
search of the lakes and river banks, and 
it wags said there would be no further 
work of this character untfl several feat- 
ures are explained. While they will not 
admit it, it is reported that the authori- 
ties were endeavoring to learn if the body 
of Miss Sutterly has been interred. 

Search was made to-day of Miss Sut- 
terly’s apartment in the college dormitory 
and evidence discovered which seems to 
clinch the suicide theory. A check book 
and diary showed she had closed all her 
accounts the day before her disappear- 
ance. She had taken her keys and after 
writing an identification label for each 
had put them in a desk drawer with her 
nee A 

The Rey. John Fearnley, Principal of 
the school, said Miss Sutterly conversed 
with a Burlington woman a few days 
before her disappearance as to the effect 
of cyanide of potassium, and a day later 
tried to buy this poison. But the police 
are now asking, if she died by poison, 
what has become of her body and why 
should it be concealed?
